DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first action relating to serial application number 10/648,389, filed 08-27-2003. 
Claims 1-8 are currently pending. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "means for 
detecting the amount of swing in the tensioner arm" as in claim 7, must be shown. In 
addition, the drawing fails to show the first and second generators connected to a first 
and second system, respectively, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
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of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the examiner does not accept the changes, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not proper to use 

phrases such as "e.g." in the abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 2, 4 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: in 
claims 2 and 4 "coupled" should be -engaged-; in claim 7, line 5, "blet" should be 

* 

-belt-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 2-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 2, the phrase "in a manner" renders the 
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intended scope of the claim indefinite because it is not clear as to what manner is the 
claim referring too. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-5 an 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Matsui et al. (5,780,731 ) in view of Adachi et al. (6,201 ,310). Matsui et al. discloses 
a belt drive system driven by an internal combustion engine of an automotive vehicle, 
comprising a drive pulley (6) connected to a crankshaft; a plurality of driven pulleys (2, 3 
and 5) connected to the system device; a belt (7) wound around the pulleys, the plurality 
of driven pulleys include a belt tensioner (9) that control the belt tension, and a 
generator having a generator pulley (4) that is engaged to the belt. Matsui et al. do not 
disclose the system includes a second generator. Matsui et al. fails to discloses the 
system includes two generators. Adachi et al. disclose a drive system comprising first 
and second generators (21, 22) connected via a belt (23) so as to obtain high outputs 
for large electrical loads, to improve the installation freedom of the engine and to obtain 
crash safety. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention to modify the device of Tanaka et al. to include two generators 
in view of Adachi et al. to obtain high outputs for large electrical loads and to improve 
the installation freedom of the engine and to obtain crash safety. 
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In claims 2-5, the claimed invention is inherent in Matsui et al. in view of Adachi 
etal. device. 

Regarding claim 7, Matsui et al. disclose the detecting means for the tensioner 
arm (see figs 9-10). 

In claim 8, it is apparent that each of the generator are connected to a different 
system such that the first system has a higher terminal voltage that that of the second 
system. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tanaka et al. (6,397,808), Polster et al. (6,857,978), JP (07- 
149167), JP (2001-107827) and DE (19604182) disclose a belt drive system. JP 57- 
140525) and JP 55-53152) disclose a belt drive system comprising two generators.
